Progressive Conservative can¬ 
didate Thomas Lulcaszuk is 


breaking ranks with his party 
by calling for an increase to 
corporate taxes. 

Lulcaszuk, who once chal¬ 
lenged Jim Prentice for the Toiy 
leadership, said he heard from 
residents while door-lcnocking 
that they want corporations to 
pay more. 

“They don’t want draconian 
taxes, like the NDP, but they 
are asking for a modest con¬ 
tribution.” 

Lulcaszuk said residents also 
want to be sure when the next 


election will take place. 

“They want truly fixed elec¬ 
tion dates and I will speak up 
for them.” 

Party leader Jim Prentice re¬ 
versed one of his other budget 
decisions Tuesday, pledging to 
restore the charity tax credit 
that was reduced in the spring 
budget. 

Lulcaszuk said that’s proof to 
him the premier has an open 
mind. 

“It shows me that the pre¬ 
mier is not only hearing, but 


he is listening and willing to 
make changes,” said Lulcaszuk. 

Prentice has said repeatedly 
on the campaign trail that in¬ 
creasing corporate taxes would 
cost jobs, estimating even a one 
per cent increases would see 
9,000 fewer people working. 

Prentice was unavailable, 
but his spokesman Mike Store- 
shaw said he welcomed differ¬ 
ing views. 

“I can tell you from the 
party’s perspective, every mem¬ 
ber of a PC caucus is encour¬ 


aged to bring their own and 
other views forward to caucus,” 
said Storeshaw. 

Lulcaszuk said he doesn’t 
fear any retribution from his 
caucus colleagues, because ul¬ 
timately he is just doing his 
job. 

“My No. 1 job as an MLA 
is to represent my constitu¬ 
ent’s views to government, 
not government’s views to my 
constituents.” 

Lulcaszuk said his party has 
always allowed him to speak 


his mind. 

“One of the beautiful things 
about the PC party is it allows 
me to be as outspoken as I need 
to be,” he said. 

Lulcaszuk who only narrowly 
won his seat in 2004 said he 
has learned to value every vote. 

“That was one of the most 
humbling experiences as an 
elected official that you can 
ever have and every time I 
go into an election I know I 
have to earn those votes from 
scratch.”

FUNDING 

Ottawa finally heard us on mass transit, Iveson says 


Canada’s major cities got a green 
light in Tuesday’s federal budget, 
with a new fond announced 
that will finally help finance 
significant transit projects and 
upgrades. 

The new money is an answer 
to calls by city mayors and sev¬ 
eral provincial premiers for more 
money from Ottawa for badly 


needed mass-transit hnes. 

In Edmonton, where concept 
work on several expansions to 
the city’s still incomplete LRT 
network has been ready for years 
— all awaiting money to actually 
build — Mayor Don Iveson said 
the new federal dollars are vital 
to seeing shovels hit the ground. 

“This is veiy, veiy encouraging 


for a city like Edmonton, which 
has ambitious plans to complete 
our light rail system,” Iveson said 
at a press conference Tuesday. 
“We’re in a veiy good position 
to be shovel ready when dollars 
flow a few years from now.” 

Iveson’s comment on shov¬ 
els was in reference to Finance 
Minister Joe Oliver, who used 


the term “shovel ready” to an¬ 
nounce the new transit fond. 

The fond doesn’t start up until 
2017-18 — well after this Oc¬ 
tober’s scheduled federal elec¬ 
tion. It includes $750 million 
over two years, followed by $1 
billion a year, “ongoing there¬ 
after,” to help finance public- 
private partnerships, or P3s, to 


pay for projects and upgrades 
with a combination of public 
and private investment. 

The only catch is the Alberta 
election, and Iveson was clear 
on that point. 

“We haven’t heard much dis¬ 
cussion about transit or infra¬ 
structure funding” in the Al¬ 
berta election campaign, he said. 


“There’s still two weeks to go. I 
would suggest it would be great 
for us to hear in televised de¬ 
bates or the next couple of days 
what each one of the pohtical 
parties would propose to do to 
leverage this new federal in¬ 
vestment.”

a lot of people don’t even know 
it’s an offence,” said Renee 
Cabana-Marshall with Holla- 
back! Alberta. “I think there’s 
a lot of confusion on how to 
report and who to report to.” 

Verbal harassment claims 
weren’t specifically identified 
in the 2014 Customer Safety 
and Security Annual Summary 
report obtained by Metro, but 
uttering threats crimes are re¬ 
corded by transit officials, with 
34 reported in 2014, three less 
than 2013. 

The same report also showed 
that there’s been an 18 per cent 
spike in assaults last year when 
compared to 2013. Mischief and 
weapon crimes on transit have 
also risen since 2013, accord¬ 
ing to last year’s report. Sexual 
assaults were slightly on the 
decrease, with 12 reported in 
2014 and 13 reported in the 
security report two years ago. 

Although Smith has only 
ever encountered verbal abuse, 
it’s enough for her to consist¬ 
ently reconsider taking local 
transit. 

“I find most of the harass¬ 
ment I face on ETS is ... people 
demanding my time, attention, 
and being really aggressive. It’s 


never elevated to physical as¬ 
sault, but it’s that level where 
you know it could,” said Smith, 
“ft just wears you down when 
you get on the train and think 
‘Ugh, who is going to talk to 
me now?”’ 

But further city data paints 
a different picture — one of 
a safe system. According to 
city administration, for eveiy 
100,000 riders, crimes against 
people were at less than 0.3 


per cent. 

Ron Gabruclc, director of 
safety and security with Ed¬ 
monton Transit, says a re¬ 
cent survey done in late 2014 
showed that 83 per cent of 
riders feel the system is safe. 

“Safety is paramount to us. 
We have security measures in 
place but probably the most re¬ 
assuring thing for folks is that 
presence on the line,” he said. 
“You can have all the technol¬ 


ogy you want but really, at the 
end of the day people want to 
see a figure of authority they 
can go to, to report an incident 
if need be.” 

Still, Hollaback! Alberta says 
getting people to actually re¬ 
port verbal harassment is likely 
behind numbers being low. 
Cabana-Marshall with Holla¬ 
back! said the group tracks 
harassment with a reporting 
tool on its website and some of 


the stories they receive on their 
site are verbal altercations, not 
physical, which shows the need 
to further educate riders that 
all types of harassment can 
be reported. 

“If people don’t feel safe 
on public transit and if ETS is 
wanting to up ridership, riders 
need to feel safe in that space,” 
said Cabana-Marshall.

ETS compared to other Canadian cities 


Since September of last year, the 
number of incidents on Edmon¬ 
ton Transit that transit peace 
officers responded to has stead¬ 
ily increased according to a city 
security report, yet city data is 
showing that most riders feel safe 
on the system bringing people 
around the city. 

So how safe is Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit compared to other transit 
systems in Canada? The short 
answer is nobody knows. 

Wheels are in motion between 
security heads across the countiy 
to get comparisons between all 
transit systems in Canada but 
they aren’t there yet, according

to director of safety and secur¬ 
ity with Edmonton Transit Ron 
Gabruclc. 

“We need to have apple to 
apples comparatives across the 
system. Right now, there is no 
standards,” he said. 

Public transit in Calgaiy and 


Ottawa most closely resemble 
Edmonton’s system, with Gab- 
ruclc saying it’s almost impos¬ 
sible to tell if Edmonton is doing 
well to responding to calls, if 
there’s alarming crime numbers 
or if they’re below the national 
average. 

“For us, we capture everything 
and try to interpret that but to 
compare us to say, Toronto, it’s a 
different context,” he said. 

But transit experts across 
North America say there are 
bigger priorities on the to-do 
list for mass transit. 

“If it’s a problem with the 
Edmonton system (more) than 


other places, then maybe they 
need to focus on it. But for most 
transit systems, it certainly isn’t 
one of their biggest issues or 
problems,” said George Slater, 
a Boston-based transit expert. 

He argues that issues like over¬ 
crowding and ridership levels 
are often higher priorities for 
transit heads who are trying to 
grow their revenue base. 

“If assaults and crime are hap¬ 
pening, you’re going to have to 
deal with it but at some point, 
some of that is just going to 
occur. It’s the fundamental na¬ 
ture of our society,” said Slater.

The amount of stored school 
board cash has soared in re¬ 
cent years, but trustees say 
they’re unable to empty their 
bank accounts each year for 
chronic challenges like sur¬ 
ging student counts and sub¬ 
standard provincial funding. 

On Monday, a war of words 
erupted between a coalition of 
19 school boards representing 
two-thirds of Alberta students 
and Calgary-Elbow Progres¬ 
sive Conservative candidate 
Gordon Dirks, who held the 
role of education minister 
until the writ was dropped 
earlier this month. 

The school board trustees 
decried the lack of funding 
growth and cuts to vulnerable- 
student grants in the 2015 
provincial budget, but the 
minister was quick to point 
out — multiple times — that 
61 school boards are collect¬ 
ively sitting on reserve money 
totalling nearly a half-billion 
dollars. 

“We provide (school boards) 
with money not for reserves, 
we provide them with money 
to provide the very best front¬ 
line teaching services that 
they can, and over the years, 
boards have not spent all the 
money,” Dirks told reporters. 

Analysis of Alberta Educa¬ 


tion’s annual audited financial 
statements indicates he may 
be on to something. Between 
2007 and 2012, the total stock¬ 
pile of school board funds was 
reported to fluctuate between 
$235 million and $293 million. 

But in 2013 that amount 
jumped to nearly $367 mil¬ 
lion and last year it reached 
$434 million, an increase of 
75 per cent over the amount 
seen in 2012. 

Yet board proponents insist 


there’s more than meets the 
eye. Helen Clease, president 
of the Alberta School Boards 
Association, said provincial 
funding has declined consist¬ 


ently in recent years. 

“We have not seen stable, 
predictable, sustainable fund¬ 
ing forever,” she said. “What’s 
going to happen the day when 


boards have nothing? I know 
boards have been dipping into 
their reserves just to keep 
things floating for every year 
that we’ve had cutbacks.” 

Clease said much of the 
reserve funding is already 
earmarked to cover certain 
anticipated costs or for spe¬ 
cial projects. 

A study conducted by ASBA 
a year and a half ago found 
boards had a total of $566 
million in operating and cap¬ 
ital reserves combined, but 
$39 million was generated at 
the school level for specific 
initiatives. 

Even the available $385 mil¬ 
lion in available operating dol¬ 
lars only account for 7.02 per 
cent of the total needed to run 
public and Catholic schools 
provincewide annually. 

“At the end of the day, it’s 
a minute part of our educa¬ 
tion budget when we’re look¬ 
ing at the bigger challenge 
that we’re facing, whether 
it’s infrastructure, whether 
it’s staffing, whether it’s ad¬ 
justing to growth,” Michael 
Janz, trustee chair at Edmon¬ 
ton Public Schools, told repor¬ 
ters Monday. 

James Tomlcinson with 
St. Thomas Aquinas Roman 
Catholic Schools said his dis¬ 
trict has just 3.5 days worth 
of operating reserves stored 
away, about $450,000, and 
said that’s before opening 
doors on soon-to-open new 
facilities. 

“There are other, to be sure, 
restricted reserves for the new 
portables that are coming, for 
the operational plans and the 
plant management for the 
new schools that are coming 
online,” he said.

Like a chisel to stone, one Ed¬ 
monton organization is work¬ 
ing to chip away at the social 
stigma associated with men and 
eating disorders in an effort to 
reshape the conversation around 
the mental illness. 

After receiving $165,000 from 
the province to set up support 
networks in Edmonton last year, 
the Eating Disorder Support Net¬ 
work of Alberta has been hosting 
support style groups for people 
with eating disorders and their 
loved ones. 

The only problem, explained 
executive director Sue Huff, is 
the groups are predominately 
woman. 

“You think eveiyone of those 
people (who attend the groups) 
has men in their fives — dads 
and brothers and boyfriends or 
husbands, even best buddies,” 
Huff said. “We know they care 
and we know they’re impacted.” 

To appeal to more men, the 
organization will host a special 
afternoon-workshop on May 9 
that compresses the six-week 
support group format into some¬ 
thing they hope will appeal to 
dads, partners and other male 
support figures. 

“Like any mental illness, there 
is a huge amount of stigma in¬ 
volved. There is a lot of misunder¬ 
standing and a lot of misinforma¬ 
tion out there,” said Huff. 

Along with supporting par¬ 
ticipants, the workshop will act 
as a fact-finding mission, Huff 
explained, providing insight on 
how the organization can sup¬ 
port men with eating disorders. 

Huff said research has shown 
that one in 10 people with an 
eating disorder are men, but said 
that is just the tip of the iceberg. 

“We know that they tend to 
be untreated and undiagnosed 
and hidden for that much long¬ 
er,” she said. “(So), our numbers 
are way off.”

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Prentice rethinks charity tax-credit cut

Progressive Conservative Leader 
Jim Prentice on Tuesday reversed 


his decision to cut the charitable 
tax credit, admitting the decision 
was not just unpopular but also 
contrary to the province’s values. 

The Prentice government’s 
spring budget cut the charitable 
tax credit from 21 per cent on 
donations over $200 to 12.75 per 
cent. The province only raised 
the credit in 2007. In the recent 
budget, Prentice said they were 
cutting to increase revenue and 
because it hadn’t had the de¬ 
sired effect. 


At an event Tuesday, Prentice 
admitted they were wrong. 

“Hearing from Albertans dur¬ 
ing this campaign, it’s become 
clear that this choice was more 
than simply unpopular. Rather, 
Albertans have told me it was 
seen as contrary to our values as 
Albertans—values of generosity 
and community,” Prentice said, 
adding that he has heard from 
charities that they would be at 
risk if they lost this credit. 

“We cannot tolerate even the 


impression that we might put 
that in jeopardy.” 

Travis Grant, director of advan¬ 
cement and social enterprise at 
the Edmonton Humane Society, 
said the reversal is good news 
for charities. “Any barrier that is 
removed to ensure that people 
are able to do that is good for 
our organization and good for 
Alberta,” he said. “We want to 
make sure that anyone who has 
the desire to give... has as much 
incentive as possible.”

Swann hopes to re-orient the 
province’s finances. 

He argues the PC govern¬ 
ment has made low taxes 
their central goal, and it’s 
costing Albertans everything 
else. 

“This government has 
made it a priority to have 
the lowest taxes by a coun¬ 
try mile,” he said. 

Instead of this approach, 
he’s arguing for a progres¬ 
sive tax and an increase to 
corporate taxes. 

“We have to be able to 
bring in a revenue stream 
that takes care of the needs 
of the people,” he said. 

Even with that, Swann 
said the province’s books 
will not be balanced over¬ 
night and it will take a long¬ 
term commitment to shift 
Alberta away from oil rev¬ 
enues. 

“We can not undo 30 years 
of mismanagement in just a 
few years.” 


EDUCATION 

With new revenue coming in, 
Swann said his party would put 
an end to school fees and work 
to reduce class sizes. 

He argues an investment in 
an early education, including ex¬ 
panded daycare, is smart policy. 

“Either you invest now or 
you will pay through the nose 
later,” he said. 

He said it’s time to give school 
boards more autonomy. 

“The PC government con¬ 
tinues to centralize power, cen¬ 
tralize authority, where various 
levels of elected officials have to 
come cap in hand.” 

While he wouldn’t mandate 
what school boards teach, if 
elected premier, he also wants 
to see consent added to the cur¬ 
riculum on sex education. 

“It’s such a basic skill and 
yet we have somehow assumed 
that everybody has it, but yet 
they don’t.”

— doctors, hospitals, tests and 
treatment.”

According to administra¬ 
tion, the district was hit with a 
1.4-per-cent reduction to trans¬ 
portation funding, coupled with 
no new student funding for en¬ 
rolment next year.

Greyhound is kicking the tires 
on a new location, but the com¬ 
pany and the city are not an¬ 
nouncing the company’s new 
home just yet. 

The company will have to 
leave its downtown depot next 
year when the lease runs out and 
the site, which is in the emerging 
arena district, is redeveloped. 

Scott Maclde, the city’s branch 
manager of current planning, 
said they have been working 
with the company to identify 
new possible locations. 

“We believe we’re on the right 
track and we believe we’re pretty 
close,” he said. 

The company asked council 
last year for a rezoning to an 
existing property they own north 
of the Yellowhead that houses 
administrative offices and main¬ 
tenance. 

They were hoping it could

Make hospital parking 
free, Jean says 

The Wildrose says it would 
make it mandatory for all 
Alberta hospitals to offer 
two hours of free parking to 
visitors in hopes of easing 
their burden while visiting 
patients. 

The party says Alberta 
Health Services currently 
generates more than $70 mil¬ 
lion in revenue from hospital 
visit parking fees. It made 30 
per cent, or more than $18 
million in profits in 2013-14. 

Wildrose Leader Brian Jean 
says his aim is to keep AHS 
from profiting from people 
in care. He says it's a simple 
way to make life more afford¬ 
able and less stressful. 

"Visiting a sick family 
member or loved one in the 
hospital comes with a heavy 
emotional cost. We shouldn't 


add financial costs to what 
is already a difficult time" he 
said. 

Jean also on Tuesday re¬ 
leased the name of one of 
the experts who helped de¬ 
velop the party's fiscal plan, 
after being pressured by the 
PC Party. Jean is promising 
that a Wildrose government 
would balance Alberta's 
budget by 2017 without rais¬ 
ing taxes. The PCs say that 
proposal would result in a 
$29-billion shortfall. 

Premier Jim Prentice has 
challenged Wildrose to iden¬ 
tify the fiscal experts who 
drafted the plan. Jean said 
Tuesday that Dr. Jack Mintz 
from the University of Cal¬ 
gary was one of the people 
who vetted their policy. Jean 
noted that the review from 
Mintz was not an endorse¬ 
ment. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


will pay an extra two bucks each 
month for elementaiy bus pass¬ 
es and another $3 for junior and 
high-school passes.

Colleen Mali’s intentions are 
straightforward. 

The Edmonton mom wants 
to make sure Westmount Jun¬ 
ior High School stays open 
when her son leaves elemen¬ 
tary for high school. 

The school was one of nine 
considered for closure last year, 
as the city’s public school board 
looked to consolidate three 
under-utilized schools and re¬ 
place it with one new building. 

While the building was 
saved, Mah said the school’s 
future is still uncertain. 

“I’m trying to get people 
educated about their choices,” 
she said. 

Mah isn’t the only one want¬ 
ing to save mature neighbour¬ 


hood schools. In fact, a grass¬ 
roots organization dedicated 
to supporting small schools 
will be taking their concerns 
to provincial candidates Wed¬ 
nesday as part of a forum on 
school renewal. 

Gaylene Borgstede, one of 


the founders of Community 
Action for School Renewal, said 
she has noticed a trend toward 
replacing smaller schools with 
large buildings. 

“It just seems that public of¬ 
ficials are veering away from 
the (smaller) model in general,” 


said Borgstede. “Even when we 
are redeveloping in the (older) 
neighbourhoods, they want 
to put up a bigger school and 
close smaller schools. From 
our perspective, there are a 
lot of other options to be had.” 

Borgstede said the group is 
looking for school boards and 
the government to prove that 
bigger schools are more cost- 
efficient than their smaller 
counterparts. 

Wednesday’s forum will in¬ 
clude candidates from the Al¬ 
berta Party, Liberals, NDP and 
Green Party. No PC or Wildrose 
candidates confirmed their at¬ 
tendance. 

While Mah and her son 
haven’t been affected by school 
closures and consolidations yet, 
she wants to start the conversa¬ 
tion in the community. 

“I think the community sup¬ 
port for the school is import¬ 
ant, because if it’s not there 
then we’ll just have to go to 
these super schools.”

Alberta school boards, al¬ 
ready warning of inadequate 
funding to cope with stu¬ 
dent growth, also anticipate 
a bump in adult learners as 
the new Education Act takes 
effect this fall. 

The blanket policy docu¬ 
ment, originally passed in 
2012, will introduce new 
rules aimed at keeping stu¬ 
dents in high school and, in 
turn, improving completion 
rates. 

Students will now be able 
to attend high-school courses 
up until age 21, a two-year 
increase, and the compul¬ 
sory attendance age will be 
bumped up one year to in¬ 
clude all students under the 
age of 17. 

It’s not clear exactly how 
big the impact of the long- 
awaited changes will be, as 
Alberta Education could not 
provide projection data spe¬ 
cifically linked to the act’s 
implementation. 

While the number of 


adult-age students may re¬ 
main small, educators say it’s 
likely those choosing to stay 
in school will require addi¬ 
tional support to see them 
through. 

“They’re somewhere be¬ 
tween being adults and (hav¬ 
ing) unfinished business in 
high school, and that un¬ 
finished business can be very 
complex for them,” said Matt 
Christison, principal at Cen¬ 
tennial High School in Cal¬ 
gary. “They may have been 
out of school for one to two 
years, and going back is very 
difficult.” 

Christison said some “ma¬ 
ture students,” as they’ve 
been described, struggle with 
learning disabilities, drug and 
alcohol addiction or domestic 
struggles. 

“They’re not following that 
same kind of general flow 
that kids have.... It’s not real¬ 
ly, for them, about finishing 
that short race, which could 
include graduation. They may 
need to work part-time ... 
they may have to transition 
into dealing with adults who 
are putting more demands 
on them.”

The city is looking to trans¬ 
late phrases like “the high 
rise mixed-use building with¬ 
in Sub Area 1” into some¬ 
thing you might actually 
understand. 

Staff are in the final stages 
of creating a new develop¬ 
ment permit notification 
letter that will inform resi¬ 
dents when something in 
their neighbourhood is out¬ 
side what is usually allowed. 

Livia Balone, the city’s dir¬ 
ector of development and 
zoning services, said it’s 
something they have want¬ 
ed to for a long time. 

“We knew we needed to 
make some improvements 
to the notification letter,” 
she said. 

She said they are looking at 
all of the city’s legal notices 
trying to make them easier 
to understand. 

The letters, which are legal 
requirements, usually outline 
small changes like a building 
that will be closer to the road¬ 
way or its neighbours than 
is usually allowed. 


The draft the city is cir¬ 
culating now uses plain lan¬ 
guage, has maps to show 
changes and explains exact¬ 
ly what is outside the bylaw 
and how people can appeal. 

The letter is currently part 
of a survey through the city’s 
insight community. Balone 
said when they first asked 
residents about how to im¬ 
prove the letters in Decem¬ 
ber, they got a lot of feed¬ 
back. 

“We got a wealth of infor¬ 
mation from people partici¬ 
pating on that survey and 
giving us their opinion and so 
this is the second go-around,” 
she said. 

She said their goal is to 
make city documents easy to 
understand and that’s what 
the survey told them people 
wanted. 

“The top one was plain lan¬ 
guage, so not using the legal 
writing or jargon that is in 
the bylaw,” she said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
change is an important one. 

“I am really glad the city is 
finally looking at translating 
a lot of our documents into 
everyday language, because 
our legal notices are almost 
impenetrable,” he said.

As I was fixing myself a quick 
dinner the other night, deep 
thoughts about poverty started 
flowing through my mind. 

Not the kind of poverty I’m 
experiencing with the Live 
Below the Line challenge, but 
real poverty — the kind that 
does more than just affect the 
food you buy and how much 
of it you eat. 

While pulling ingredients 
from my refrigerator, it sud¬ 
denly occurred to me that many 
of the 1.2 billion people living 
in extreme poverty don’t even 
have the luxury of a cool, safe 
place to store the groceries they 
can afford. 

There’s warm water available 
in my kitchen sink, which al¬ 
lows me to wash the food I’m 
about to eat. 

There’s electricity that pow¬ 
ers my kitchen light and stove, 
both of which are switched on 
as I chop a tomato and onions 
to make mushroom soup that I 
will mix with beans and puree. 
It also means I can use a micro- 
wave to warm up my pita bread. 

But somewhere in a sub-Sa¬ 
haran African village — where 
most of the people living on 
the poverty fine are located, ac¬ 
cording to various World Bank 
reports on poverty — a mother 
tiying to put food on the table 
for her kids doesn’t have the 
same comfort. 

She may have spent an en¬ 
tire day working the fields of 
the rich to earn money that al¬ 
lows her kids to attend school. 
Whatever is left of that money, 
she’ll likely use to buy a meager 
portion of food. When it’s time

to cook dinner, she’ll first have 
to find firewood, which can be 
a difficult chore. 

If, by any chance, some food 
is left over after dinner, she 
won’t have a place to keep it. 
By the next morning, it will be 
inedible. 

While that may be a picture 
from miles away, poverty isn’t 
any different here. 

Halfway through my dinner, I 
remembered a man I once met 
in downtown Toronto. 

It was around Christmastime, 
and I was helping a friend de¬ 
liver food that served as gifts 
to homeless people living on 
the street. 

The man unwrapped his hand 
from a blanket to receive his 
package as I wished him a Meny 
Christmas. 

Looking me straight in the 
eyes, he thanked me and quick¬ 
ly asked where I was from (he 
must have detected my thick 
accent). He then told me he’d 
heard a lot of bad things about 
my home country and said he 
hoped things were better. I told

him they were and asked him 
how he knew what he’s just 
recounted. 

“I read newspapers, the free 
ones,” he said. 

I hope that man has found a 
better life. And, if he’s still read¬ 
ing, I want him to know that 
remembering the encounter 
brought tears to my eyes as I 
was finishing my dinner. 

As one reader emailed to 
point out, I’m not truly “living 
below the line” while on this 
challenge. I’m just “eating” on 
the fine, and it’s nowhere close 
to what many face day in and 
day out. 

But the experience makes my 
heart pound for the poor in a 
way it never did before.

Duffy trial: Plot thickens around Ottawa friend’s role 


What does an Ottawa home- 
construction product company 
have to do with Sen. Mike 
Duffy’s office contracts? 

The answer has yet to be fully 
fleshed out in an Ottawa court¬ 
room, but the details unfolding 
this week add a new layer of 
complexity to an already con¬ 
voluted trial. 

The now-suspended senator 
is facing 31 charges of fraud, 
breach of trust and bribery. 
Some of the charges relate to 


$65,000 in Senate contracts 
given to Duffy’s friend Gerald 
Donohue through Donohue’s 
companies Maple Ridge Media 
and Ottawa ICF. 

Some of that money was later 
allotted to other individuals — 
an office volunteer, a photo de¬ 
veloping store, a speechwriter, a 
political consultant, a personal 
trainer and others, through 
those Donohue firms. 

Duffy’s lawyer has made the 
case that while unorthodox, the

payments all linked to legitim¬ 
ate Senate business and Duffy 
never received any kickbacks. 


— Defence lawyer Donald 
Bayne told reporters that 
the way Donohue has been 
portrayed in the context of 
the trial is "pretty scandal¬ 
ous." 


The perplexing thing is that 
Donohue wasn’t eligible to earn 
money because he was on 


disability assistance. He didn’t 
own or technically even work 
for Maple Ridge Media or Ot¬ 
tawa ICF. His wife Gail was a 
figurehead president, and his 
son a director. 

And that company was osten¬ 
sibly in the business of selling 
and helping to install a particu¬ 
lar kind of home-building prod¬ 
uct — insulated concrete forms. 

Donohue told police in a 
2013 interview that he didn’t 
actually do most of the work 


that was described in Senate 
invoices and he didn’t person¬ 
ally receive any of the $65,000 
paid by the Senate.

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Battle ofYpres a baptism of fire 
for fledgling force of Canadians 


FIRST WORLD WAR 

Germans first 
used poison 
gas at seldom- 
taught battle 

The first hint Pte. Alfred Baggs 
had that something was wrong 
came when a horse-drawn 
French ammunition wagon rat¬ 
tled past his startled foot patrol 
late in the afternoon amid the 
chalky, ruined streets of Vlamer- 
tinghe, a Belgian town. 

Headed in the wrong direc¬ 
tion, it was followed quickly by 
a car, driven by a French colonel 
and overflowing with wounded 
who “looked deathly pale,” Baggs 
confided to his field notebook. 

The enemy had broken 
through, he was told, before the 
car and the caissons disappeared 
in a cloud of dust toward the 
crushed Belgian city ofYpres, 
just a few kilometres away. 

Baggs, a Briton by birth but a 


new Canadian by choice, seemed 
shocked and excited by the pros¬ 
pect of action. 

It was April 22, 1915 — a 
sunny but cold spring day. 

The 1st Canadian Division 
had only been in the field a few 
weeks when the Germans, who’d 
regularly shelled the tiny bulge 
of territoiy known as the Ypres 
Salient, opened a massive of¬ 
fensive. 

Mostly forgotten in popular 
imagination and rarely taught in 
high-school histoiy, the Second 
Battle ofYpres was the baptism 
of fire for the fledgling force of 
Canadians, hastily assembled at 
the outbreak of the First World 
War the previous summer. 

At the time, Ypres was the last 
major Belgian city not under the 
boot of Kaiser Wilhelm’s army 
and had been the scene of a des¬ 
perate, successful stand by the 
British Expeditionaiy Force the 
previous fall. 

It is also notable as the first 
time the Germans unleashed 
clouds of poison gas to subdue 


resistance in Allied trenches, 
says Melanie Morin-Pelletier, the 
Canadian War Museum’s expert 
in the First World War. 

The Canadians would be 
mostly spared the initial, hor¬ 
rifying waves of green vapour 
that drifted across no man’s land. 
It was pushed on by the wind 
after being released from 5,730 
industrial canisters on the Ger¬ 
man lines. 

The initial blow fell mostly 
on the French colonial troops 
who had rushed past Baggs. He 
noted in his diaiy how everyone 
was talking about the enemy at¬ 
tack that had taken place under 
the cover of “asphyxiation gas.” 

At the time, none of the Al¬ 
lied commanders knew precisely 
what type of gas had been used, 
although they had been warned 
it was coming by captured Ger¬ 
man prisoners. But Morin-Pel¬ 
letier said there was little they 
could do to prepare for it. 

It was a Canadian doctor — 
Capt. Francis Scrimger — who 
first recognized the eerie, float¬

The Organization for the Pro¬ 
hibition of Chemical Weapons 
marked the centennial of the 
first large-scale use of gas dur¬ 
ing the First World War with a 
commemoration Tuesday to pay 
tribute to all victims of such 
arms over the past centuiy. 

Close to the fields where 
Germany first used chlorine 
gas in its April 22,1915, attack, 
OPCW director general Ahmet 
Uzumcii said that the purpose 
of the Nobel Peace Prize-win¬ 
ning organization could never 
be fully finished. 

“Our success cannot only 
be measured in weapons de¬ 
stroyed. It must extend to pre¬ 
venting new weapons from be¬ 
ing developed and from being 
built,” Uzumcii said. 

During a ceremony in the 
town of Ypres, Uzumcii laid 
a wreath at the Menin Gate 
Memorial to the missing, and 
buglers played the Last Post. 
Some of the biggest battles 
of the First World War were 
fought around Ypres. 

The Allies and Germany used 
so many chemical shells during 
the 1914-1918 war that farmers 
are still ploughing them from 
old battlefields to this day. 

The rival armies ultimately 
launched 146 gas attacks in 
Belgium alone, which covered 
only a small patch of the West¬ 


ern Front. The Germans used 
about 150 (imperial) tons of 
gas in their first attack. Ger¬ 
many ultimately used 68,000 
tons. The Allies used even more: 
82,000 tons. 

Chemical weapons killed 
nearly 100,000 and injured 
around 1 million more dur¬ 
ing the war. 

Now, the challenge for the 
2013 Nobel winners remains as 
daunting. The size of stockpiles 
may be similar but the effect¬ 
iveness has increased greatly. 

“In only 18 years, we have 


all seen the destruction of 87 
per cent of all declared chem¬ 
ical weapons, or 63,000 metric 
tonnes out of 72,000 tonnes,” 
Uziimcu said. 

“This consists largely of com¬ 
ponent chemicals for mixing 
deadly nerve agents such as 
Sarin and it includes 98 per 
cent of Syria’s total declared 
stockpile,” he said. 

Even today, the OPCW mon¬ 
itors reports that chlorine gas 
has repeatedly been used in 
Syria’s civil war.

ing cloud as chlorine. 

Gas masks were just in their 
infancy, and the best protec¬ 
tion Scrimger could suggest was 
for troops to urinate into their 
handkerchiefs and hold them 
over their faces until the cloud 
had passed. 


As they fought to close a six- 
ldlometre gap in the line created 
by the French collapse, the Can¬ 
adians would feel the full force 
of the gas on April 24, two days 
after the first volley. 

The Canadians drove the Ger¬ 
mans back over several days 


but at great cost. In a series of 
counterattacks, the 1st Canadian 
Division and the Princess Pa¬ 
tricia’s Canadian Light Infan¬ 
try, which fought separately, 
lost 6,714 dead and wounded, 
or about one man in three.

Immigrant 

concerns 

addressed 

Two long-standing concerns 
among immigrants to Canada 
were addressed Tuesday in the 
federal budget, one about how 
they can do better here and an¬ 
other about how they can better 
help their families back home. 

The budget announced that 
a pilot program launched three 
years ago to help internationally- 
trained people get their skills up 
to Canadian standards via small 
loans will become permanent 
in a bid to get newcomers bet¬ 
ter jobs. At the same time, the 
budget announced the govern¬ 
ment also wants to help immi¬ 
grants have safer, more reliable 
ways to send income from those 
jobs to their home countries. 

The loan program dates back 
to the 2011 election campaign, 
when the Conservatives prom¬ 
ised to do more to help inter¬ 
nationally trained workers find 
jobs in their field. An often-cited 
problem was the fact that many 
immigrants didn’t have the fi¬ 
nancial means to take the exams 
or courses required by Canadian 
regulations and lacked credit his¬ 
tory to get bank loans to cover 
the costs. 

The government said that in 
the first two years, nearly 1,500 
loans worth $9 million were 
given out. the Canadian press

Feds take $2B 
from rainy-day 
fund to help 
balance books 

The Harper government lived 
up to its promise Tuesday to 
eliminate the deficit, making 
use of billions of dollars in 
balance-sheet tweaks designed 
to cushion the blow of the oil- 
price shock. 

Finance Minister Joe Oliver 
delivered a federal budget that 
boasted a narrow $ 1.4-billion 
surplus for 2015-16, scoring 
a politically critical goal just 
six months before a scheduled 
election in October. 

The toughest stretch of Oli¬ 


ver’s quest to guide the books 
back into the black began in 
November, around the time he 
rolled out a fiscal update that 
projected a meagre $ 1.9-billion 
surplus — slimmed down due 
to sliding crude prices. The sur¬ 
plus estimate shrunk to $1.6 
billion days later following an 
infrastructure announcement. 

That was right before oil 
prices fell off the cliff, forcing 
Oliver to postpone the budget 
so he could assess the impact. 

To arrive at a surplus Tues¬ 
day, Oliver had to take the un¬ 
usual step of draining $2 billion 
out of the budget’s $3-billion 
rainy-day reserve, a cushion 
designed for unforeseeable 
events like natural disasters. 

That adjustment was com¬ 
bined with several additional 
changes since oil started its 


swing from $81US a barrel in 
November, to under $50US 
mid-winter, before climbing 
back up to about $55US. 

Since November, another 
$1 billion was applied to the 
bottom line from the sale of 
the government’s remaining 
stake in General Motors, which 
generated a total net gain of 
$2.1 billion. 

The budget also projected 
an additional $900-million net 
increase in revenue for 2015-16 
based on changes the govern¬ 
ment hopes to make to public- 


sector disability and sick leave 
plans — even though nego¬ 
tiations are still ongoing. The 
finance minister said this ele¬ 
ment was “in accordance with 
federal accounting principles.” 

Oliver’s blueprint also pre¬ 
dicted an extra $3 billion, 
thanks to lower interest rates. 

On top of that, the govern¬ 
ment received a $3.4-billion 
boost thanks to a surplus in 
the employment insurance ac¬ 
count created by the buildup 
of premiums. 

But Oliver faced the most 


questions about his decision 
to reduce the contingency re¬ 
serve. He argued such a big re¬ 
serve was not needed because 
the government had balanced 
the books. 

The budget projected rev¬ 
enues to drop by $6 billion in 
2015-16, $7.1 billion in 2016-17 
and about $6.5 billion annually 
between 2017-18 and 2019-20. 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair 
said the government’s use of 
the contingency reserve to bal¬ 
ance the budget was “a bit of 
economic sleight of hand.”

Accused says he

Former SS Sgt. Oskar Groening 


told a German court Tuesday 
that he helped keep watch as 
thousands of Jews were led 
from cattle cars directly to the 
gas chambers at the Auschwitz 
death camp where he served 
as a guard. 

The 93-year-old, charged with 
300,000 counts of accessory to 
murder, said as his trial opened 


that he witnessed individual 
atrocities but did not acknow¬ 
ledge participating in any crimes. 

“I share morally in the guilt, 
but whether I am guilty under 
criminal law, you will have to 
decide,” Groening told judges 
hearing the case at the Luene- 
burg state court in northern 
Germany. Under the German 


legal system, defendants do not 
enter formal pleas. 

Groening could face a max¬ 
imum sentence of 15 years in 
prison if convicted. On his way 
into court, he told reporters that 
he expects an acquittal. His attor¬ 
ney, Hans Holtermann, wouldn’t 
speculate on the outcome.

Pope Francis accepted the resig¬ 
nation Tuesday of a U.S. bishop 
who pleaded guilty to failing to 
report a suspected child abuser, 
answering calls by victims to 
take action against bishops who 
cover up for pedophile priests. 

Bishop Robert Finn, who led 
the Diocese of Kansas City-St. 
Joseph in Missouri for nearly 
10 years, resigned under canon 
law that allows bishops to re¬ 
sign early for illness or some 
“grave” reason that makes them 
unfit for office. But his resigna¬ 
tion did not provide a specific 
reason. 

Finn, 62, is 13 years shy of the 
normal retirement age of 75. 

In 2012, Finn pleaded guilty 
to a misdemeanour charge of 
failure to report suspected 
abuse and was sentenced to two 
years of probation, making him 
the highest-ranking church 
official in the U.S. to be con¬ 
victed of not taking action in 
response to abuse allegations. 

Prosecutors say the diocese 
did not notify police until six 
months after concerns were 
raised in 2011 about the Rev. 
Shawn Ratigan, whose com¬ 
puters were found to contain 
hundreds of lewd photos of 


young girls. Since the convic¬ 
tions, Finn has faced pressure 
to resign, including local and 
national petition drives asking 
the Pope to remove him from 
the diocese. 

The removal was praised 
by Marie Collins, a prominent 
member of Francis’ own sex- 
abuse advisory board who had 
called for Finn to go and de¬ 
manded that the Vatican hold 
bishops accountable when they 
fail to protect children. 

“Things are moving slowly, 
as I have said many times, but 
they are moving in the right 
direction!” Collins tweeted. 

Francis appointed Archbishop 
Joseph Naumann, head of the 
Kansas City, Kansas, diocese, to 
lead the Missouri diocese until 
Finn’s successor is named. In a 
letter to the diocese, Naumann 
said he prayed “that the com¬ 
ing weeks and months will be 
a time of grace and healing.” 
Naumann will retain his dut¬ 
ies in Kansas. 

Finn, who apologized for Rati- 
gan’s abuse and took measures 
to make the diocese safer for 
children, urged followers to 
pray for his successor.

A ship with experience pluck¬ 
ing migrants from unsea¬ 
worthy smugglers’ boats had 
arrived soon after the distress 
call went out. But then the 
fishing trawler’s navigator al¬ 
legedly made a manoeuvre that 


would seal the fate of the 850 
people crammed inside: In¬ 
stead of easing up alongside the 
merchant ship, he is alleged to 
have rammed it. 

Relief gave way to panic. 
Terrified migrants rushed to 
one side, the trawler seized 
and capsized. What might have 
been another rescue in a per¬ 
iod of unprecedented migrant 
crossings instead turned into a 
horrifying statistic: The deadli¬ 
est shipwreck ever in the Medi¬ 


terranean Sea. 

The accounts of survivors 
who arrived early Tuesday in 
the port of Catania, Sicily 48 
hours after the disaster offered 
new details of the tragedy. The 
traumatized witnesses corrob¬ 
orated a death toll of at least 
800, making the capsizing 
“the deadliest incident in the 
Mediterranean that we have 
ever recorded,” the UN refugee 
agency said. 

Just 28 migrants, all men 


and boys in their teens, sur¬ 
vived. And despite the enor¬ 
mous toll, only 24 bodies were 
recovered. 

Aid agencies were quick to 
issue another warning: At the 
current pace, 2015 is set to be 
the deadliest year on record 
for migrants making the peril¬ 
ous crossing as they flee war, 
repression and poverty in the 
Middle East and Africa. In April 
alone, 1,300 have died.

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Japan aiming for 
the moon by 2018 


SPACE 

China, India 
among others 
preparing for 
missions 

Japan’s space agency is consid¬ 
ering an unmanned mission to 
the moon by 2018 or early 2019, 
part of an effort to beef up aero¬ 
space technology and keep pace 
with China and other emerging 
powers. 

The Japan Aerospace Explora¬ 
tion Agency, or JAXA, included 
the possibility of a lunar landing 
in the fiscal year that begins April 
1,2018, in its summary of moon 
exploration plans by Japan and 
other countries. 

Japanese media reported Tues¬ 
day that JAXA presented the pro¬ 
posal to a government panel of 
the Ministry of Education, Cul¬ 
ture, Sports, Science and Tech¬ 
nology on Monday. 

The agency still needs to win 
funding for the project. But it 
is raising hopes for a revival of 


space exploration. And the public 
broadcaster NHK showed satellite 
images of the Japanese islands, 
lit up at night, and of the aurora 
borealis, or Northern Lights, as 
possible attractions for passen¬ 
gers of space flights. 

Japan has long been one of 
the world’s leading space-faring 
nations and was the first Asian 
country, in 1970, to put a satel¬ 
lite into orbit around the Earth. 

But in recent years the pro¬ 
gram has been crimped by a 
shoestring budget — unlike 
many space programs, it can¬ 
not rely on military budgets or 
projects to develop its rocket 
capabilities. 

Meanwhile, China has made 
big strides, putting astronauts 
into space as the third country 
to send a human into orbit after 
Russia and the United States. 
Japan’s space program has never 
attempted manned flight, though 
Japanese astronauts have been on 
the International Space Station. 

JAXA has been reorganized 
and is seeking to expand its pro¬ 
grams, teaming up with the Sci¬ 
ence and Technology Agency. The

outline for international space 
exploration issued last week sets 
a goal for Japan to lead the U.S. 
and other countries in some areas 
in coming years. 

Money has remained tight: the 
agency is expecting a total budget 
of 184 billion yen (US $1.5 billion) 
in this fiscal year, slightly above 
last year’s 181.5 billion yen but 
on a par with its budget five years 
ago. Still, the agency appears to 
be getting a boost from Prime 
Minister Shinzo Abe’s push to 
develop technologies with de¬ 
fence applications. 

It forecasts increased competi¬ 
tion for resources on the moon, 
and also risks from a possible 
“power imbalance” as Russia, 
China, India and other coun¬

EARTH DAY 

Shedding light on 
energy-efficient bulbs

If you plan to celebrate Earth 
Day by buying energy-efficient 
light bulbs, there are a few 
things you need to know. 

These are both the best of 
times and the worst of times 
in lighting because there are so 
many different energy- friendly 
bulbs available, but many of 
them aren’t any good, said in¬ 
terior designer Janice Lindsay. 

Lindsay, who specializes in 
colour design at her Toronto 
company Pink, said the one 
sure way to hate the colours 
you’ve chosen for your home 
is to buy bad lighting. 

“You can do something that 
looks beautiful in daylight, and 
you come home at night and 
turn on your cheap compact 
fluorescent, or bad LED, and 
that beautiful colour will look 
lurid,” she said. “You’ll think, 
‘Why the hell did I choose 
these?’ 

The problem with many new 
energy-efficient bulbs is they 
produce a cool, bluish light 
that not only makes your col¬ 
ours look awful, Lindsay said 


they’re unpleasant enough to 
be “psychologically damaging.” 

While there are efficient 
lights that look good, you have 
to know what to look for. she 
said. 

The first to look for is the cor¬ 
related colour temperature, or 
CCT, which tells you how cool 
or warm the light is, she said. 

If the CCT isn’t specified on 
the box, don’t buy the bulb, she 
said. For a normal homey look, 
choose 2700K. A cooler, contem- 
poraiy look is 3000K, but don’t 
go any higher or you’ll get the 
sterile hospital look, she said. 

Next, check the colour ren¬ 
dering index, or CRI, which 
indicates how close the light 
produced is to natural light. 
It should be between 80 and 
100, she said. A bad CRI will 
also skew your colour scheme. 

If you’re doing more work 
than just replacing your bulbs, 
you should consider lighting 
from the beginning and wire 
your home appropriately. 

That way, you can choose dif¬ 
ferent levels of light for differ¬ 
ent purposes. Leaving the lights 
you don’t need off and dim¬ 
ming the lights you do use to 
the right level will save energy, 
and money.

Support team 
can now lock 
accounts over 
violent threats 

After facing criticism over its 
failure to combat abusive con¬ 
tent, Twitter has announced 
some changes that it hopes will 
make it easier to deal with nega¬ 
tive messages. 

In a blog post by Shreyas 
Doshi, director of product man¬ 
agement, the company unveiled 
two changes to its policy: ex¬ 
panding the scope of its “vio¬ 
lent threats policy” and giving 
more power to its support team 
to lock out an account for a per¬ 
iod of time. 


“We are updating our violent 
threats policy so that the pro¬ 
hibition is not limited to ‘dir¬ 
ect, specific threats of violence 
against others’ but now extends 
to ‘threats of violence against 
others or promoting violence 
against others.’ Our previous 
policy was unduly narrow and 
limited our ability to act on cer¬ 
tain kinds of threatening behav¬ 
iour,” wrote Doshi. 

In terms of enforcement, 
Twitter’s safety team can also 
now lock accounts for a specific 
period of time and give offend¬ 
ing users options on how they 
may return to the service, such 
as deleting content or verifying 
a phone number to get back on 
the service. 

“This option gives us leverage 
in a variety of contexts, particu¬ 
larly where multiple users begin 


harassing a particular person or 
group of people,” wrote Doshi. 

As well, the blog post men¬ 
tions testing a new automated 
feature that aims to help find 
suspected abusive tweets by 
looking at a number of factors, 
including having similar content 
to a tweet that the company’s 
safety team has previously de¬ 
termined to be abusive. 

These changes have likely 
been in the works for a while, as 
last year CEO Dick Costolo wrote 
in an leaked internal memo: 
“We suck at dealing with abuse 
and trolls on the platform and 
we’ve sucked at it for years. It’s 
no secret and the rest of the 
world talks about it eveiy day. 
We lose core user after core user 
by not addressing simple troll¬ 
ing issues that they face every 
day.”

Young bees who leave stressed hives too early are dying in the field — which in turn 
causes the whole colony to collapse, according to researchers at Western Univer¬ 
sity. Grad student Matthew Betti and his team used a game-changing mathematical 
model to show the chain-reaction effect when a colony is threatened (by pesti¬ 
cides, pests, infections or parasites) and forager bees are sent out for food before 
they reach maturity at 14 days. When they don't return, the hive dies. Now, when 
beekeepers see younger bees leaving, they can test for disease or transfer healthy 
bees to a new hive. The results might also save us humans — forager bees pollinate 
plants that are responsible for $13 billion in agriculture worldwide each year.

Office garbage-can culture has 
got to go. 

Most Canadians wouldn’t 
dream of throwing a pop bot¬ 
tle or newspaper into a gar¬ 
bage can on the street — but 
too many do it at the office. 

Office buildings in Canada 
seem to be the last stronghold 
of garbage-can culture. My 
friends and colleagues from 
across Canada describe work¬ 
places that won’t recycle cans, 
glass or plastic; some even 
empty the recycling boxes 
into the garbage. 

Today, on Earth Day’s 45th 
anniversary, much of the con¬ 
versation will surround big 
issues such as climate change. 
But it’s important to remem¬ 
ber the cumulative impact of 
seemingly little things, like 
trashing a pop can. 


Of course there are stel¬ 
lar businesses out there who 
take a lead in environmental 
sustainability, but why do so 
many Canadian office build¬ 
ings have dubious or nonex¬ 
istent recycling practices? 

Although Canadian provin¬ 
cial and municipal govern¬ 
ments have or are developing 
progressive environmental 
policies, office buildings re¬ 
main relatively unregulated. 

“By and large, municipal¬ 
ities aren’t in the business 
of managing private-sector 
waste,” explains Maria Kel- 
leher, principal of Kelleher 
Environmental, a consulting 
firm based in Toronto. 

“That’s up to the big waste- 
management companies, and 
they provide whatever servi¬ 
ces the building owner asks 
them for.” 

Governments can offer 
incentives to encourage recyc¬ 
ling. “In Toronto, where I live, 
the city picks up from about 
14,000 commercial businesses 


(mostly small retail stores) 
on main streets. They can set 
out as much recycling as they 
want at no charge; they get 
green bin pickup for free.” 

Because the city charges for 
garbage pickup, she points 
out, there’s more motivation 
to use the recycling and green 
bins. 

Getting office buildings to 
recycle isn’t as simple as im¬ 
posing municipal regulations, 
says Kelleher, explaining that 
recycling bylaws depend part¬ 
ly on whether the municipal¬ 
ity owns the landfill and other 
logistical factors. 

Office-building recycling 
is hard to enforce, Kelleher 
explains. “In Ontario we have 
over 400,000 businesses. You’d 
have to go out to each of their 
sites to see if they’re doing 
what they’re supposed to be.” 

Municipal governments 
such as Toronto’s now require 
new buildings to have design 
features that make recycling 
easy. But many older build¬ 


ings can’t accommodate it. 

“What do you do if you’re 
on the 24th floor and you’re 
tiying to gather up your news¬ 
papers and cans and bottles? 
It’s just not that convenient,” 
says Kelleher. Old build¬ 
ings often don’t have space. 
There’s room for one bin in 
the basement, not four. 

So what can we do to help 
Canadian office buildings get 
with the recycling program? 

“It all comes down to the 
building owner or manager,” 
Kelleher says. If recycling 
isn’t happening at your office, 
chances are your building 
manager doesn’t understand 
how important it is to you. 

Speak up and tell your of¬ 
fice or building manager you 
want a better recycling pro¬ 
gram. You won’t get what you 
don’t ask for.

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Small-town papers 
require force of will 



It's easy to dismiss commun¬ 
ity journalism as a glorified 
newsletter. It's not. 

It's a source, just like 
dominant media outlets, of 
reporting excellence. 

That's been proven this 
week by a small-town paper 
in the U.S. that won a Pulitzer 
Prize for uncovering wide¬ 
spread corruption in a Los 
Angeles-area school district. 
The little-known Daily Breeze 
beat out the likes of the Chi¬ 
cago Tribune for the award. 

That excellence is also in 
the work of Steve Bonspiel of 
Kahnawake, Que., population 
8,000, and his newspaper 
The Eastern Door. Five years 
ago, the paper exposed a 
controversial plan by the 
local Mohawk council to evict 
non-native people — work 
that earned the paper the 
prestigious Michener Award 
and international praise. 

The plan was abandoned, 
but tensions have continued 
in Kahnawake, and The 
Eastern Door has doggedly 
reported on them. 

"People have taken it upon 
themselves to try and enforce 
the spirit of what they call 
Mohawk Law," where only 
native people live in the 
community, Bonspiel said. 

It's having a dramatic impact 
on the readers of The Eastern 
Door, even if the rest of the 
world has stopped paying 
attention. 

"I don't think community 
newspapers get their due," 
Bonspiel told me. He's right. 

Until yesterday, I'd never 
heard of the Daily Breeze. But 
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I had heard of the latest CBC 
job cuts, which will impact 
small communities across the 
country. I had heard of two 
community papers closing in 
B.C. I know all about the fall¬ 
ing revenue of major media 
companies, shrinking staff 
and rising pressure to pump 
out stories. 

Investigative, long-term 
work, like that of the Daily 
Breeze and The Eastern Door, 
isn't economical. It takes 
time. It takes money. But it is 
crucial to communities large 
and small. And in many of the 
country's 1,000 community 
newspapers, it's kept alive by 
sheer force of will. 

"You don't get into this 
job to make money, that's for 
sure," Bonspiel said. Nowhere 
is that more true than in 
community journalism, where 
salaries, by the estimates of 
Ottawa-based community 
newspaperman Joe Banks, 
start at about $32,000. 

"It is my dream job; it is 
what I love to do," Bonspiel 
told me. Bonspiel could 
doubtless make better 
money doing something 
else. Presumably, one of the 
Daily Breeze's Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning journalists already 
is. Rob Kuznia was reportedly 
having trouble paying rent on 
his newspaper salary, so he 
recently took a job in PR. 

I don't blame him, but it's 
certainly a loss for his readers 
and it underlines just how 
lucky we all are when people 
like Bonspiel choose to keep 
making a difference over 
making a decent buck.

Writer’s latest about ‘me, me, me’

Novel written 
like a modem 
fairytale 

Toni Morrison has written 11 
novels and won all the great 
prizes, but found herself strug¬ 
gling with her new book, God 
Help the Child. 

Much of her work, from Be¬ 
loved to Jazz, has been set in 
the distant past. But she placed 
God Help the Child in a time so 
close, the present, she wasn’t 
sure at first how to define it. 

“It’s veiy self-referential. One 
of the major things that is go¬ 
ing on is ‘Me. Me. Me, me, me. 
Look at me. Look at my pic¬ 
ture. Look at my novel. I write 
about myself. Look at my stoiy,’” 
she said during a recent inter¬ 
view at her downtown Man¬ 
hattan apartment. “Don’t get 
me wrong. Some of it is veiy 
good. But it’s not an invention 
of something you don’t know. 
It’s about yourself.” 

There are no stand-ins for 
Morrison in her novel, no one 
who lives even remotely like 
the world famous, 84-year-old 
Nobel laureate. She has instead 
written a modem faiiy tale, with 
one-name characters, magical 
traits and transformations and 
questions about race and love 
and how to lift the curse of self¬ 
involvement. 

Bride, a blue-black woman 
so dark that her light-skinned 
mother, Sweetness, is frightened 
of her, is a cosmetics entrepre¬ 
neur haunted by a terrible mis¬ 
deed from childhood: With her 
mother’s encouragement, she 


wrongfully accused a school¬ 
teacher of sexually abusing her. 
Meanwhile, Bride’s errant lover, 
Booker, has never recovered 
from the murder of his brother 
at the hands of a tmsted adult, 
the presumed “nicest man in 
the world.” 

Bride and Booker cannot es¬ 
cape their troubles, or them¬ 
selves. Booker is too trauma¬ 
tized to sustain a long-term 
relationship, while Bride is 
so crippled by doubt and self¬ 


loathing her breasts disappear. 
“Memory is the worst thing 
about healing,” Bride observes. 

Morrison believes her job as a 
writer is to upend conventional 
thinking, whether about race (a 
social constmct, she calls it), or 
happiness. Romantic love or pro¬ 
fessional fulfilment is the ideal 
resolution for most stories; Mor¬ 
rison favours the “acquisition 
of knowledge.” Sweetness, for 
instance, has been an irrespon¬ 
sible mother, but at least she 


can acknowledge it. 

Bom in Lorain, Ohio, in 1931, 
Morrison has been a compul¬ 
sive reader since childhood. She 
taught for several years at her 
alma mater, Howard University, 
before joining Random House 
in the mid-1960s as an editor 
when she was virtually the only 
black woman in the industry — 
a percentage that has hardly 
budged over the decades. She 
was also a single mother who 
worked in her spare time on 


what became her debut novel, 
The Bluest Eye, released in 1970. 

Over the next 20 years, she 
rose to the very top of the liter¬ 
ary world, winning a National 
Book Critics Circle for the 1977 
novel Song of Solomon, a Pulitz¬ 
er Prize in 1988 for Beloved and 
the Nobel in 1993. One of her 
secrets, she says, is her “invis¬ 
ible ink,” the ability to convey 
a message without preaching, 
like withholding her characters’ 
skin colour in Paradise.

Only by freeing herself from 
the “white gaze,” the “little crit¬ 
ic that sits on your shoulder,” 
could the invisible ink flow. 

“There was this language and 
this culture and these people, 
and I could speak to them in 
the same way Tolstoy wrote 
about Russians,” she says. “I’ve 
always thought this is not cut¬ 
ting out the white reader. This 
is just being the writer who can 
focus on this culture and these 
people and make everything in 
it relevant to anyone.” 

Writing is Morrison’s path to 
outside of herself, but it’s under¬ 
taken alone, in her imagination: 
The Civil War era in Beloved, 
the 1920s in Jazz, colonial times 
in A Mercy. A professor emeri¬ 
tus at Princeton University, she 
remembers telling her creative 
writing students, “I don’t want 
to hear about your little lives. 
You don’t know nothing.” In¬ 
stead, she would assign them 
stories about other times, other

The Mexican food that Dos 
Caminos chef Ivy Stark saw on 
a recent trip south of the U.S. 
border didn’t feature many of 
the ingredients we expect. 

“I want to dispel the myth 
that melted cheese and sour 
cream are authentic Mexican 
food,” she says. 

Cheese, in fact, is a rarity. 
Another missing “staple” on 
eveiy menu here: quesadillas 
as we know them. 

What you do get is cuisine 
rich with vegetables, which 
are cheaper than meat. Sauces 
are made with roasted veggies, 
spices and sometimes nuts. 

After her trip, Stark created 
a whole new, healthier menu 
for her restaurants, and shared 


with us the tips on how you 
can capture authentic flavors 
in dishes. 

Stark revamped her guaca- 
mole for the new menu, giv¬ 
ing it a smoky depth of flavour 
with roasted jalapeno peppers. 
“Roasting is a really good tech¬ 
nique because it concentrates 
the flavour,” she says. 

Replacing flour tortillas with 
corn saves calories, makes the 
dish gluten-free and cuts out 
any potential hydrogenated oil. 


Cook it on a griddle to crisp it 
up instead of hying it. 

Charring can cause carcino¬ 
gens to form on meat and fish, 
but you can still grill vegetables 
like corn and asparagus. “Grill¬ 
ing is also a really good tech¬ 
nique, especially if you’re look¬ 
ing to not use any fat,” she says. 
“It’s really delicious for corn, 
squash — everything tastes good 
on the grill because you get that 
smokiness against the sweetness 
of the vegetables. And it’s easy!”

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Sweet! Making cocktail bitters is easy 

Q Slow method

DIY infusions 
let you choose 
the flavours 

Feeling bitter? Get in line. 
These days anyone who takes 
their drinking seriously is get¬ 
ting intimate with bitters. 

Fuelled largely by the hard 
liquor and artisanal cocktail 
booms, bitters — those astrin¬ 
gent, potent flavour enhancers 
added by the drop to cocktails 
— have become a big business. 

Ten years ago you’d have 
been challenged to find much 
beyond those ubiquitous Angos¬ 
tura and Peychaud’s bitters. 
Today, bitters are made with 
everything from celery and 
rhubarb to Mexican chocolate 
and Colonial-era spice blends. 

Yet even with this delicious 
abundance, it’s OK to want 
more. The good news is that 
custom bitters are easy to crank 
out in your own kitchen. 

But first, a bitter primer. 
Bitters often are described as 
the salt of the cocktail world. 
A drop added to a drink — and 
sometimes food — doesn’t just 
add flavour, it heightens, high¬ 
lights and ties together all the 
other ingredients, as well. Most 
bitters are made by distilling 
herbs, seeds, roots and other 
ingredients. The result is a thin 
liquid with — Surprise! — a 
bitter or bittersweet taste and 
a robust aroma. 

Custom bitters are easy to 
crank out in your own kitchen. 
Here are two techniques, one 
that works in about 30 min¬ 
utes, another that takes a few 
days. It really just depends on 
how much time you’ve got. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 

Bitters often

^ Ingredients 

As the name suggests, at least one of your in¬ 
gredients should have a bitter (or astringent) 
flavour. Citrus peel is ideal for this. I generally 
use just the thin zest layer of the peel from 
oranges or limes, though I once used whole 
kumquats. You also could use rhubarb, cranber¬ 
ries, fresh basil or mint. Whole produce, such 
as kumquats, should be scored with a knife. 

Next, pick something sweet. Usually, some 
sort of fruit is helpful here, such as lemon or 
lime slices, cherries, apples, berries or mango. 
Anything large should be chopped. 

Now, grab something spicy. Cinnamon, star 
anise, black peppercorns, cumin and nutmeg 


Place your infusion ingredients 
— the bitter, sweet and spicy 
ingredients you've chosen — in 
a glass quart jar with a tight-fit¬ 
ting lid. How much? Depends. 

For citrus, use the full zest of 
3 to 4 pieces of fruit. For cran¬ 
berries, rhubarb or herbs, use 
about 2 cups. The good news 
is that it's really hard to use too 
much, so when in doubt, add 
more. Remember, the finished 
product will only be used a few 
drops at a time. 

Once your ingredients are 
in the jar, lightly mash them 
with a wooden spoon, then add 
enough vodka to fill it. Screw 
on the lid, shake, then walk 
away. Whenever you think of 
it during the next three or four 
days, give it a shake. After the 
infusion has sat for that time, 
strain it, squeezing the solids 
to get as much liquid as pos¬ 
sible. Discard the solids. 

Place the infused vodka in a small saucepan and simmer 
until reduced by half. Let it cool, then bottle it and refrigerate. 
Done. Use a few drops in your next cocktail. The bitters will 
keep in the refrigerator for a month. 


Q Fast method 


are all delicious. If you like a little heat, con¬ 
sider adding a hot pepper. 

The important thing is to select flavours and 
ingredients that you like and that you think will 
work together. It also helps if you have a cock¬ 
tail or spirit in mind when making your bitters. 
I'm a fan of the classic old fashioned made with 
bourbon. I don't add much sugar to my drink, 
but I do like sweetly fruity bitters, so I often 
go with flavours such as cranberry-orange- 
cinnamon. Sometimes I add a vanilla bean. 

Finally, you need vodka. You will be using 
all of these ingredients to infuse the vodka, 
which ultimately will become the bitters. Don't 
go top shelf for the vodka; just grab a jug of 
the cheap stuff. 


Ready for fun with science? 

This is where we get to use the 
boiling point of alcohol — a low 
176 F — to our advantage. 

First, heat a large pot of 
water to 176 F. Use a candy 
thermometer hooked to the 
side of the pot to monitor 
this. Now dump all of the in¬ 
gredients outlined in the slow 
method above into a heat-safe 
plastic bag (the bags used by 
vacuum sealers are a good 
choice), pressing out as much 
air as possible. Submerge the 
bag in the warm water. In a few 
minutes (depending on the 
temperature of your ingredi¬ 
ents), you'll see the vodka in

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Netflix goes home again 
with Full House revival

The Tanner 
clan is back 
in yet another 
series do-over 

As TV networks plunder recyc¬ 
ling bin for old shows to revive, 
Full House must have been at 
the bottom of the barrel. 

Or so it would seem to those 
gobsmacked by news that Net¬ 
flix is resuscitating the 1987-95 
ABC sitcom — which, even for 
fans, is tenderly remembered as 
ephemeral fluff — for 13 new 
episodes revisiting the Tanners 
of San Francisco and retitled 
Fuller House. 

As the Full House theme song 
posed jauntily, “Whatever hap¬ 
pened to predictability — the 
milkman, the paperboy, even¬ 
ing TV?” 

These days, “evening TV” 
is gloriously unpredictable in 
many quarters (Louie, Game of 
Thrones, Mad Men and Netflix’s 
own Orange Is the New Black, 
to name a bare handful). 

But at the same time, tele¬ 
vision programmers are heed¬ 
ing the echo chamber’s siren 
call, breathing new life (or fly¬ 
ing) into old TV concepts refash¬ 
ioned as new. 

Two years ago, Netflix revived 
the offbeat comedy Arrested 
Development, which Fox had 
cancelled eight years earlier. 

CBS is in its fifth season of the 


updated Hawaii Five-O, whose 
original CBS version left the air 
in 1980. Last fall, TNT cancelled 
Dallas after three seasons — and 
two decades after the original 
Dallas ended a 14-season run 
on CBS. 

Let’s not forget The Odd 
Couple, which premiered in 
Februaiy on CBS. Starring Mat¬ 
thew Perry and Thomas Lennon 
as the mismatched flatmates, it 
is based on the 1968 film, which 
was based on the 1965 Broad¬ 
way comedy, which inspired 
the long-running 1970 ABC sit¬ 
com (starring Jack Klugman and 
Tony Randall) as well as the 1982 
ABC flop featuring an African- 
American odd couple (played by 
Demond Wilson and Ron Glass). 


And now let’s look ahead: 

• A reboot of the 1990-91 
ABC thriller Twin Peaks, set 
for 2016, was announced last 
fall by Showtime with co-cre¬ 
ators David Lynch and Mark 
Frost back on board for a new 
round of eeriness. Earlier this 
month, Lynch said he was exit¬ 
ing the project, but Showtime 
expressed hopes of salvaging 
the series with both principals 
participating. 

• NBC is game for a new round 
of the 1989-97 sitcom Coach. 
The network ordered 13 epi¬ 
sodes of what it is pointedly 
calling a “sequel,” not a revival 
or, um, ripoff of the ABC ori¬ 
ginal, with Craig T. Nelson again 


starring as Hayden Fox, former 
head coach of a college foot¬ 
ball team and now assistant 
coach to his grown son, who’s 
the new head coach at an Ivy 
League school. 

• MTV2 announced last week 
that it has ordered a pilot for 
the resurrection of Celebrity 
Death Match, the ultimate-fight¬ 
ing spoof that pits animated ef¬ 
figies of stars against each other. 
The series originally aired on 
MTV from 1998 to 2002, then 
returned to MTV2 in 2005 for 
two more seasons, with such 
puppet faceoffs as Ice Cube vs. 
Ice-T and Hillaiy Rodham Clin¬ 
ton vs. Monica Lewinsky.

Paltrow and Martin finalize their divorce 


Gwyneth Paltrow and Chris Mar¬ 
tin are officially uncoupling after 
the actress filed for divorce.

joint custody. 

In March 2014, the pair an¬ 
nounced they were separating 
and undergoing a process called 
“conscious uncoupling.” 

The announcement on Pal¬ 
trow’s lifestyle website, Goop, 
drew attention to the term. It was 
coined by Los Angeles therapist 
and author Katherine Woodward 
Thomas, who has created a five- 
step “Conscious Uncoupling”

Six million people participate in Earth Day 
across Canada every April 22, joining a bil¬ 
lion people across the planet. 

“For the last decade or so, we left it up to 
individual local organizations to do whatever 
they wanted to do on Earth Day,” Doncaster 
says. “I think we’ve all agreed that it would 
be wise to focus our efforts around particu¬ 
lar initiatives, to use the day to galvanize 
efforts and show the impact that collective 
action can actually have.” 

This year, Canada has reached the halfway 
mark in meeting the goals set out by the 


Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change. 
And the next decade is critical, Doncaster 
says. 

“It’s the decade where we’re either on 
course to a more moderate climate impact 
scenario or we’re on course for something 
more extreme.” 

A sign that we are moving in the right dir¬ 
ection is that last year’s global C02 emissions 
didn’t surpass the previous year’s levels, ac¬ 


cording to the International Energy Agency. 

“What’s even more interesting is that the 
global economy grew by three per cent,” 
Doncaster says. “That’s a little glimmer of 
hope — the huge investments that are being 
made in renewable energy and conservation 
are starting to have an impact. Now we have 
to save the forests, turn to electric vehicles 
and conserve energy. All of these things are 
so doable if we have the collective will.” 


MAKE EARTH DAY

Earth Day is celebrated each year on April 
22, but organizers want it to be Earth Day 
all year round. That's one reason they 
have launched the Earth Day Every Day 
campaign. 

The new five-year campaign goes live 
this Earth Day in celebration of the char¬ 
ity's 25th anniversary.

The goal is to help Canadians reduce 
their carbon footprint by 20 per cent for 
2020.

Call it unfair

NHL before 
he has even 
stepped onto 
pro ice, but 
McDavid has 

all the markings of a phenom 
and that’s what has every¬ 
one excited. His hockey mind 
is gifted — the vision, the 
playmaking, the hockey IQ, 
all off-the-charts good. Then 
there’s the speed, the fact he 
can make dazzling plays at 
high speeds, and the revela¬ 
tion that he can put up some 
of the best scores when it 
comes to physical tests on and 
off the ice. 


The Oilers can 
surround McDavid 
with the right 
pieces, assuming 
they are willing 
to sacrifice some 
of their past first- 
rounders. 


So the mind is capable and 
the body is willing. And the 
raw numbers flesh it out. De¬ 
spite breaking his hand in an 
ill-conceived fight earlier in 
the season, McDavid put up 
staggering offensive num¬ 
bers for the Ontario League’s 
Erie Otters, averaging more 
than two points per game in 
both the regular season and 
through the first two rounds 
of the playoffs. Even if his Ot¬ 
ters fall to Sault Ste. Marie in 
the Western 
Conference 
final (where 
the Grey¬ 
hounds are led 
by Oilers pick 
Darnell Nurse 
on defence), 
McDavid will 
have stated his 
case. 

And think 
about this: Jack 
Eichel is one of 
the most prom¬ 
ising American 
prospects of all-time and no 
one is even considering him 
as an option over McDavid. 

Adding McDavid to a young 
forward corps that already 
includes talents such as Tay¬ 
lor Hall, Ryan Nugent-Hop- 
kins, Jordan Eberle and Nail 
Yakupov (not to mention Leon 
Draisaitl, who returned to jun¬ 
ior after the new year) gives 
the Oilers incredible skill up 
front.

Are they physically strong 
enough to compete in the 
West? Not as currently 
aligned, no. And the Edmon¬ 
ton defence is too weak right 
now, as is goaltending.

assuming they are willing to 
sacrifice some of their past 
first-rounders. 


This may actually be the 
toughest part of the rebuild, 
because the sun is peaking 
atop the mountain finally. 
But the time for boldness is 
overdue. 


Erie Otters forward Dylan

While price isn’t always every¬ 
thing, it’s the way Nissan mar¬ 
kets its new Micra: with a start¬ 
ing price tag of $9,998, it’s the 
least expensive car in Canada. 
While it isn’t costly, the Micra 
doesn’t feel cheap, and for 
many drivers, it could be an 
excellent city runabout or 
second car. 

That rock-bottom price gets 
you the base 
Micra S trim line, 
with a five-speed 
manual trans¬ 
mission and no 
air conditioning. 

To get air 
conditioning, 
you also have 
to take a four- 
speed automatic 
transmission and 
cruise control, which brings 
the price up to $13,298. Even 
so, it’s still less expensive 
than any of its subcompact- 
car competitors when they’re 
also equipped with cold air. 

At the top end of the scale, 
the Micra goes as high as 
$16,748 for the SR trim with 
an optional automatic trans¬ 
mission. 

Now, you’re not getting all 


the luxury goodies for $10,000, 
and at that level, you’ll have 
to crank up the windows by 
hand, adjust the manual mir¬ 
rors using a little joystick on 
each window frame, and un¬ 
lock the doors with the key. 

You do get a tilt steering 
column, CD stereo with aux- 
iliaiy input jack, carpeted floor 
mats, a 12-volt power outlet, 
digital clock, and a split-folding 
rear seat. 

Although the Micra’s 1.6-litre 
four-cylinder engine makes 
just 109 horsepower, this is 
a surprisingly fun little car to 
pilot. It feels quick and peppy, 
the shifter is smooth, it re¬ 
sponds immediately to steering 
input, and it drives better than 
many cars that cost consider¬ 
ably more. 

Now, for all that, it isn’t 
that great a car 
to drive on the 
highway. It’s 
noisy and the 
seats don’t stay 
comfortable for 
very long, and 
with my seat¬ 
ing position, I 
found that my 
leg quickly got 
cramped on the 
throttle, since I didn’t have 
the luxuiy of cruise control. 

I’m more than willing to 
forgive it, however, since the 
Micra isn’t meant to be a high¬ 
way hauler. 

Instead, it’s an inexpensive 
machine that’s sized and built 
for the city, and that feels and 
works better than its price. 

If you don’t need frills to be 
happy, take this one for a drive.

GEAR 

Type of sunglasses matter when it comes to driving 



Now I know ZZ Top wants you 
to go out and get some cheap 
sunglasses, but don’t do it! Espe¬ 
cially if you plan on using them 
for driving. 

Driving presents a set of vi¬ 
sion challenges not met by all 
sunglasses, particularly by cheap 
ones, and particularly by those 
darlcer-than-darlc shades that the 
Texas rockers wore on stage, and 


during MTV videos, throughout 
the 1980s. 

You want a lighter tint to your 
driving shades, say the experts. 
Sunglass tint density is rated on 
a class scale of 0-4, with Class 0 
being absolutely clear, and Class 
4 being more or less black paint. 
Each of the classes allow different 
percentages oflight to enter your 
eyes, and the darker ones just 
won’t let you see well enough 
behind the wheel. 

And remember that UV protec¬ 
tion, which you want and need, 
is not related to tint. Cheap sun¬ 
glasses can be low on UV protec¬ 


tion; might as well go with 98-100 
per cent UV protection, which 
is available on even moderately 
priced glasses. 

The experts also say that driv¬ 
ers should stay away from certain 
tint colours, specifically pink, 
blue and green (unless they are 
especially designed for driving, 
and have a “safe for driving” 
label). These tints don’t allow you 
to distinguish red as easily, and 
as you know, red is extremely 
important for driving — almost 
as important as green. 

Sunglasses that are precisely 
designed for driving typically 


have an amber or brown tint, 
which are good at creating great¬ 
er contrast, because they elimin¬ 
ate blue tones. Our eyes aren’t 
crazy about blue tones. 

Our eyes don’t like light over¬ 
dose either, which is basically 
“glare.” Sunglasses can come 
with or without “polarizing,” 
which eliminates glare. Go for 
polarized glasses, because drivers 
are subjected to lots of incidences 
of glare, when the light bounces 
off the metal of other cars, and 
off the snow and water on and 
by the road. 

More advice from the experts: 


don’t get wide or oversized 
frames as they hinder periph¬ 
eral vision; wraparound frames 
prevent glare from entering your 
eyes from the side; variable tint 
sunglasses won’t work properly 
in a car, because the windshield 
already blocks 40 per cent of 
UV light, and that will delay or 
restrict the automatic tinting; 
graduated lens that are lighter 
on the bottom make it easier for 
drivers to see their dash instru¬ 
ments and controls. 

Of course you can be assured 
of getting all the attributes we 
discussed by going with pair of 


sunglasses designed expressly 
for driving. Oakley, Maui Jim, 
and Serengeti are three makes 
known for their high-end driv¬ 
ing sunglasses. 

I can only speak for Serengeti, 
which I find to be fabulous. In 
fact I’m on my fifth pair. I keep 
losing them. They’re not cheap, 
so I’m determined not to lose 
another. 

I now have this foolproof plan: 
I don’t wear them. I keep them 
in their case, on a bookshelf, in 
my office. Sure, I don’t use them 
as intended, but I always know 
where they are.

Low battery voltage can 
cause a world of issues in a 
car like the XK that’s not typ¬ 
ically driven daily, so be sure 
to invest in a battery ‘trickle 
charger’ to keep the battery 
topped up. A Jaguar mechanic 
should investigate any warn¬ 
ing lights or messages ahead 
of your purchase. 

Be on the lookout for soggy 
carpeting, excessive conden¬ 


sation on interior windows, 
and other signs of a water 
leak, which could be 
caused by plugged 
or damaged drain 
tubes. In many cases, 
a plugged drain tube 
can be cleared with 
a few blasts of com¬ 
pressed air. Be sure 
that’s the case. 

On a convertible, run the 
power top through its positions 
several times, and check all 
rubber seals for cracking, dam¬ 
age or missing pieces. 

Confirm proper operation of 
the navigation system, noting 
a calibration procedure may be 
necessary if the system doesn’t 
seem to be able to locate the 
car on the map.

DESIGN 

New NSX shows touches of tech 

Acura says it will begin taking orders this summer for its 
new-generation NSX hybrid supercar, with deliveries ex¬ 
pected to begin later in the year. 

Built exclusively in the United States at a dedicated facil¬ 
ity in Marysville, Ohio, the sleekly styled NSX will sport a 
twin turbocharged V6 engine with a nine-speed paddle-shift 
transmission and three electric motors, all within a rigid, 
lightweight multi-material body. 

The exterior body design has been fashioned for "total air¬ 
flow management" for both stability-enhancing downforce 
and vehicle systems cooling. Anchored by a carbon-fibre 
floor, the body uses a space frame design, an internal frame 
constructed of aluminum, ultra-high strength steel and 
other advanced materials that give it both high strength and 
weight savings. 


SALES 

California may 
cut e-cars tax 

California's Legislature is 
considering a bill that would 
cut the sales tax on environ¬ 
mentally benign vehicles 
sold there by more than half, 
the Los Angeles Times re¬ 
ported. 

The proposed bill calls for 
reducing the sales tax on 
battery-electric cars, plug-in 
hybrids and hydrogen fuel¬ 
cell vehicles to 3.06 per cent 
from the current level of 7.5 
per cent. 

The bill's author. Democrat 
Assemblyman Phil Ting, said 
funds collected under Cali¬ 
fornia's cap-and-trade pro¬ 
gram could make up for the 
revenue shortfall that would 
result from the tax cuts. 
California is said to be the 
most e-car friendly state in 
the union.

Automakers exceeded 
U.S. government targets 
for improving fuel econ¬ 
omy and reducing tailpipe 
emissions by "a wide mar¬ 
gin" for the second con¬ 
secutive year, the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
said. 

Vehicles sold in the U.S. 
are the most fuel efficient 
they've ever been, aver¬ 
aging 39 kilometres per 
U.S. gallon in 2013, a 0.5 
mpg increase from the 
previous model year, the 
government agency said. 
The improvements show 
momentum automakers 
have achieved in re¬ 
ducing the weight of their 
vehicles and introducing 
fuel-saving technologies.

Ingredients 

Serves 6 

• 2 Tbsp pesto 

• 2 Tbsp light mayonnaise 

• 1/3 cup smooth ricotta cheese 

• 3 Tbsp light cream cheese, 
softened 

• 1/3 cup crumbled goat cheese 
(about 11/2 oz) 

• 1 whole Italian round loaf of 
bread (about 11/4 lb; about 
12 inches across) 

• 8 oz skinless boneless chicken 
breasts (about 2 breasts),pounded 
flat 

• 1 roasted red pepper, thinly sliced 

• 2 cups shredded romaine lettuce 

• 2 medium plum tomatoes, 
sliced and seeded 

• 1/3 cup diced red onion 

• 1/3 cup chopped black olives 

• pinch of salt and pepper 



3 . In a nonstick grill pan or skillet 
lightly coated with cooking spray, 
cook the chicken breast just until 
no longer pink, about 5 minutes. 
Cool, then slice thinly. 

4 . Spread the pesto-cheese sauce 
over both the bottom and the top 
half of the loaf. Layer the bottom 
half with the chicken, roasted red 
pepper strips, lettuce, tomatoes, 
onion, olives, salt and pepper. 

Top with the top half of the loaf 
and cut into 6 sandwiches. 


Directions 

1. To make the pesto-cheese 
sauce: combine the pesto, mayon¬ 
naise, ricotta, cream cheese and 
goat cheese in a food processor 
and puree until smooth. 

2 . Cut the loaf of bread in half 
horizontally and pull out as 
much of the bread as possible, 
leaving only the crust.
